Announcement In London that an Inquiry has been ordered into 
the failure of British reserve* to arrive in time ut the battle of 
Loos is the first public notice that an attempt is to be mad*’ to 
remedy the persist* ut faults of the British empire s armies. 
The long delay in using reserves during the Artois offensive is. 
in fact, th* third occasion when hesitation and (allure to throw 
troops forward at crucial moments has prevented large British 
successes in the present war. 
The first of the aeries of failures 
occurred at the battle of Neuve Chapelle. 
th e British report on 
that unfortunate engagement shows only a part of the first lint* 
of troops carried out (lie schedule form of attack, and tragic de­ 
lays Interfered with proper reinforcement of tile advanced lines. 
The second failure was at Sue la hay, on tile Gallipoli penin­ 
sula. 
A carefully planned landing was 
made 
with 
sufficient 
rapidity lo take the Turks by surprise, but thereafter tile same 
Indecision that had developed at Neuve Chapelle robbed the Brit 
Uh of an Important victory. 
He laforcemcnts were not hurried 
Into battle, aud the thin lines of men who charged first 
against 
the Turkish positions could not hold out indefinitely without sup­ 
port. 
For this reason, it has ic * ii frankly slated by the British 
government that the Suvla bay engagement was a dismal failure. 
The persistent hesitation thus shown to exist among British of­ 
ficers is being attributed in London to faulty staff work. 
Ibis, 
without doubt, is true. 
The chief faults of the staffs are. ap­ 
parently, refusal to think rapidly and a failure to meet quickly 
tile new conditions that constantly arise as every great 
battle 
develops 
The British staffs are capable of planning 
battles ad­ 
mirably in advance, but thereafter they depend too much on luck 
and demoralization of the enemy. 
Lord Kitchener’s discouragement of staff work when he be­ 
came minister of war probably has been an important contributing 
force in causing the staffs to regard their responsibilities bas ser­ 
iously than they ought. 
The Loos investigation may result in 
large reforms iu which Lord Kitchener cannot override.
